THE ECONOMY COMMITTEE 
Cabinet Secretariat 

The Cabinet Secretariat is required to combine efficiency with speed. 
It is a small organisation, but its work is of very great importance. We 
are, therefore, not suggesting any considerable reduction in its existing 
set-up. But, as the Secretary of the Cabinet Secretariat is not called 
upon to bake decisions like Secretaries of a regular department, it is 
considered that a Joint Secretary should be adequate for this post. For 
giving him the necessary status vis-a-vis other Secretaries, he may be 
given the title of Secretary, although the pay should be on a Joint Secre¬ 
tary’s scale. 

2. If, however, he is aiso given charge of a Co-ordination Committee 
of the Cabinet and is called upon to organise liaison and co-ordination at 
Secretary’s level, the post may be upgraded to that of a Secretary. One 
Under Secretary’s post has been lying unfilled for a long time and seems 
to be unnecessary. This may b© surrendered. 

3. The Clerical strength actually working at present consists of 2 
Superintendents, 11 Assistants, 12 Clerks and 7 Stenographers. There 
are 35 Class IV Officials. The sanctioned strength consists of 2 Superin¬ 
tendents, 2 Assistants-in-Charge and altogether 17 Assistants, 20 Clerks 
and 9 Stenographers. If the work of the Cabinet expands it should be 
permissible to fill some of the posts which are at present lying unfilled. 

4. There are at present 35 Class IV Officials and this number should 
be reduced to 30. 

5. These proposals will give savings between Rs. 48,000 and Rs. 72,000.
